Flowers are long and oval shaped on tall sturdy stems and 
offer an interesting contrast to the Darwins. They begin 
blooming: a little later than the Darwin varieties.

Because these bulbs must be planted beginning in 
October, we suggest that you plan now to plant 
several of these choice varieties. They will bloom 
next Spring and continue blooming many seasons 
thereafter. The long-stemmed Tulips and Narcissi 
are especially fine for cutting and bouquets.
